Huge Sums Involved, Say 
U. S. Grand Jurors. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—Ben- 
edict Crowell, former assistant secre- 
tary of war, and six other war time 
officials of the war department, were 
charged today 
turned by a special federal grand 
jury here with conspiracy to defraud 
the government and with delaying and 
defeating the administration of law. 

The seven defendants, six of them 
“$4 a year’ men, were said by the jury 
to have participated unlawfully in the 
award of contracts let by the govern- 
ment during the war and after the 
armistice, involving expenditures total- 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
in which some of their number had a 
pecuniary interest. 

Those Named in Writ. 

Those named as conspiraters with 
Mr. Crowell were: 

William A. Starrett of New York, 
engineer and architect, said to have 
been a member of the firms of Starrett 
and Van Vieck, and Thompson-Starrett 
company, Inc.; and later associated 
with the George A. Fuller comypany, 
general contractors. He was chairman 
of the war department’s comimittee on 
emergency construction, connected 
with the council of national defense.

LIQUOR PLEA OF 
FOREIGN SHIPS 
OPPOSED BY U.S. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—Chal- 
lenging the jurisdiction of the -Su- 
preme court to consider the appeals 
brought by foreign steamship compa- 
nies from the prohibition ruling of 
Judge Hand at New York, and insist- 
‘ng that the authority of congress ex- 
tends to control over intoxicating 
liquors on American ships on the high 
seas, the federal government today 
filed with the court two briefs which 
will be used as the basis for its oral 
arguments next week when the ap- 
peals are reached.

While the captain was talking there 
was being presented in Baton Rouge 
the report of Dr. John A. Lanford and 
Dr. Charles W. Duva*, physicians of 
the highest repute in Louisiana, de- 
claring that savage mutilations had 
been inflicted upon the bodies of Watt 
Daniels and Thomas Richards, mutila- 
tions so revolting as to prohibit de- 
scription outside the technical papers 
of a surgeon’s clinic. This recalled 
the remark of. the Bastrop man who 
said he had been invited to join the 
Klan. ‘ 

“I might have joined,” he said, 
“but they didn’t keep the membership 
for the decent people. They took in 
all kinds of riff-raff.” 

This riff-raff, the hoodlums and 
killers from the lumber camps and the 
wharf rats of the river towns, was not 
mentioned by the exalted cyclops. He 
spoke for the reputable members. 

“No Need for Martial Law.” 
“These respectable citizens have a 
pride in Moorehouse parish and in the 
state of Louisiana,” he said. “They 
don’t want their homes made mock of. 
Why, I understand fhey’re talking of 
martial law. What does that mean? 
Means that good citizens who never 
done a wrong have got to toe the 
mark?

CANADA ARMORS 
ITS COMMERCE BY 
WORLD TREATIES 


Reciprocity Deals with 


Many Nations. 


BY CHARLES BISHOP. 

Ottawa ,Ont., Dec. 30.—[Special.]— 
William S. Fielding, Canadian minis- 
ter of finance, is returning to Ottawa 
from Europe with a bag full of trade 
treaties made abroad, dating from last 
August. Although these steps for 
Canadian trade expansion outside have 
in a degree been stimulated by the 
tariff policy of the Harding adminis- 
tration, there is yet talk of reciprocity 
between Canada and the United States. 

The present government at Ottawa, 
backed by a large majority in parlia- 
ment, wants to conclude a new agree- 
ment on the general lines of the Taft- 


Fielding reciprocity pact of 1911. In 
the impending parliament or before a 
new declaration by the Canadian ad- 
ministration regagding reciprocity is 
expected, 

Fielding a Reciprocity Man. 


After the return to power of the Lib- 
erals a year ago the first mission by 
any minister was that of Mr. Fielding 
to Washington, where he reiterated 
the sustained adherence of his party 
to the principle upon which ten years 
before it had gone dqwn to defeat. His 
reception was courteous, but the fact 
that the new American tariff was then 
in process of enactment and that it 
generally followed the. lines of high 
protection against the essential com- 
modities of Canadian export made fu- 
tile any reciprocity movement. 

The Canadian tariff will be much 
discussed in the coming session. Mr. 
Fielding has negotiated treaties with 
France, with Italy and with Belgium, 
while similar arrangements are in 
progress with the Irish Free State &nd 
Jugo Slavia. Simultaneously, Mr./ 
tobb, minister of trade and commerce, 
is returning from Australia, where an-

other treaty has been concluded. All 
are on the basis of a reciprocal prefer- 
ence touching many main products of 
‘each country. 


Want Action At Home. 


The principle ig received with favor 
in Canada and, taken in conjunction 
with the removal of the British em- 
bargo against Canadian cattle, the 
new treaties are expected to bring ma- 
terial trade development. The Canad- 
ian western and maritime provinces, 
particularly, but also the’rural com- 
munities, at least, in central Canada, 
want more. They are as strongly as 
ever in favor of a trade arrangement 


with the United States and regard as ji, 


somewhat anomalous the negotiation 
of treaties at the four corners of the 
earth when the logical market is with 
the neighboring country of which Can- 
ada is the largest customer. 
Considerable speculation obtains here 
as to the attitude of the new congress 
towards trade with Canada and the 
effect at Washington of sentiment ex- 
pressed in the recent United States 
elections. It is highly probable that 
Mr. Fielding will crown his peculiarly 
successful mission abroad with re 
newed overtures to Washington.

Speed limit be made 30 miles on 
boulevards and 25 miles on any other 
street.

THE KALLIKAK FAMILY. 
Health Commissioner Bundesen, urging the pas- 
#age of a law requiring the sterilization of incur- 
@ble mental defectives and criminals afflicted with 
incurable diseases, cites the infamous Jukes family 
as evidence of the advisability of preventing the 
propagation of the feeble-minded, degenerate and 
criminal. The Kallikak family, or part of it, 
equally infamous, probably offers even better evi- 
Gence in support of Dr. Bundesen’s plea. It is 
divided into two branches from the same father, 
but with different mothers, one feeble-minded and 
one normal, illustrating most vividly the points of 
heredity. 
Martin Kallikak Sr. was of the fourth genera- 
tion of a normal colonial family. He was left 
an orphan at 15, and at 20 joitied the colonial 
militia to fight in the revolution. In’ the army 
he met a feeble-sminded girl and became the father 
of a feeble-minded son. From this ancestor have 
come 480 direct descendants. There is definite 
proof that 143 of these were or are feeble-minded, 
while only 46 have been found normal. Thirty- 
six have been illegitimate. Thirty-three hayg been 
immoral persons, mostly prostitutes. There have 
been twénty-four confirmed alcoholics, three epilep- 
tics, three criminals, eight keepers of disorderly 
houses, and eighty+wo have died in infancy. 
These people have Married into other families, 
generally of the same type, and there are now 
1,146 individuals listed who carry the taint of the 
feeble-minded sweetheart. of the young’ revolution- 
ary soldier. Of the larger group 262 are feeble- 
‘minded, only 197 normal, ané@ the rest undeter- 
mined. oe 
The’ cost in pain, misery, crime, immorality, and 
expense to society of that hereditary taint can- 
not be estimated.. The actual cash outlay required 
‘to keep these people in asylums, special] schools, 
jails, and hospitals, not to mention the cost of ex- 
aminations, trials, police activities, etc., necessi- 
tated by their condition, must run into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
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married after his discharge from the revolutionary 
army. From that legitimate. union there came 496 
in direct descent. There was not one fe~hle-minded 
person in that entire number. Only one was sexu- 
‘ally ifmmoral; and only two were alcoholic. There 
are doctors, lawyers, judges, educatoir, merchants, 
and tandholders, all good and useful citizens, from 
the one branch, compared with imbeciles, thieves, 
prostitutes; degenerates and illiterates from the 
other branch. 

In view of such facts it seems plain that the 
burden of proof must be upon those who oppose 
Dr. Bundesen’s proposed sterilization law.

If we were in Mr. Will Hays’ official shoes, we 
should write our name permanently in the dra- 


Shakespeare into the movies. 

How? By hiring a cast of distinguished act- 
ors from the legit, with heroines at the age in 
which ambition usually overtakes the actress who 
does Juliet or Portia or Desdemona or Lady Mac- 
beth? No, by putting on “Romeo and Juliet” 
with Mary Pickford as Juliet, Rodolf Valentino 
as Romeo, and Douglas Fairbanks as Mercutio— 
the immortal character whom critics say Shake- 
speare had to kill off early in the play or he would 
have killed off Romeo. 


Shakespeare, in the speaking theater, is some- 
thing to take our children to. In the movies, as 
we would have him, Shakespeare would be some- 
thing we could not keep the children away from, 
and besides the children a good part of the rest of 
the world, for the movies are reaching millions 
who do not go much to the speaking theater and 
seldom if ever to a highbrow performance of our 
Sreatest “classic.” Yet Shakespeare wrote grip- 
ping plays, plots that are not dependent upon his 
magnificent panoply of poetry nor their appeal. 
Strip “ Hamiet,”’ for example, of its philosophy and 
its magnificent words and there remains a melo- 
drama that will hold any one with any theatric 
sense in its grip to the last gesture. But we should 
start on “Romeo and Juliet.” It has a tragic 
close, but it is the immortal love story of all lit- 
erature and all the world loves a lover, even un- 
happy lovers. 

The crux of the matter, though, is a cast of 
the talented actors of the screen, men and women 
whose fame makes the fame of all famous players 
of the spoken play pale in comparison. Mary Pick- 
ford will draw millions in any possible role. As 
Juliet, we predict she would rock the world of the 
film, for the world would flock to the movies. 


We think such a policy would do what all the 
theaters and schools and lectures have not accom- 
plished. It would bring the greatest genius of the 
drama to the whole people, the vast public to 
which the movies are daily food. It would bring 
Shakespeare out of the library and off the high- 
brow platform into the hearts of the people where 
he belongs, and it would do so because the acting 
genius of our film stars of the highest rank would 
waft him on the warm breath of their own univer- 
gal appeal. Mary Pickford in Juliet, we hazard 
the prediction, would be an unforgettable memory 
of a generation of all the people and she would 
make Shakespeare to us all what he has come to 
be to only a fortunate few, the master magician 
of the theater. \ 

That would be bringing Shakespeare to the mov- 
ies to stay. It would be to make a part of our 
national culture, which must he a democratic, a 
common culture, one of the great resources of 
literature. It would demonstrate, what is as yet 
only dimly realized, the tremendous power of the 


movie to bring the highest wisdom and beauty 
into the common life, into the life blood of our 


| people. 


Try it, Mr. Hays, and your name will be written 
in our hall of fame.

Senator Dunlap, who introduced the state high- 
way police bill at the last session of the Illinois 
legislature, only to see it killed in a battle between 
organized labor and organized employers, is re- 
ported to be preparing to reintroduce the bill at 
the next session.

MUSCLE SHOALS. 


The action of Representative Dickinson of Jowa 
in introducing a bill for continued government 
ownership and optration of the Muscle Shoals 
plants is interpreted in Washington dispatches as 
meaning the farm bloc’s abandonment of the Ford 
proposals in connection with the property. If that 
interpretation is correct the farmers are to be con- 
gratulated upon a revelation of sound judgment. 


Agricultural support of the Ford proposals has 
been -based largely upon Ford propaganda and 
upon misrepresentation or at least misunderstand- 
ing. Farmers throughout the country have been 
filled with the idea that the-Ford proposals for 
Muscle Shoals assure them a large quantity of 
essential fertilizer at a cheap rate. -The propa- 
ganda directed to them has largely ignored the 
chief matter at stake, which ig the water power. 
Therefore, tn support of their own interests, they 
have supported the Ford proposals. 

The facts are that the Muscle Shoals develop- 
ment is only one part fertilizer or nitrogen produc- 
The maximum 
amount of nitrogen which could be produced by 


‘the plants under the best conditions would not sup- 


ply one hundredth part of the nitrogen which is 
taken from the soil annually in this country by the 
growth of crops. That figure is not a guess, but is 
based upon the most accurate scientific estimates 


possible. Further, there is no binding pledge in 
the Ford offer that he would produce even that 
amount of fertilizer, and there is no evidence that 
what he did produce would be sold at a low price. 
His proposition provides for sale of fertilizer at a 
profit of not more than 8 per cent. 

In view of these facts it is obvious that there is 
no guarantee of any material benefit to American 
agriculture as a whole in the Ford proposal. The 


farm bloc does well to recognize the fact. Whether 
or not the government can operate the plants prof- 
itably is another question, but not one which would 
justify giving them away.

Protecting the Battery. 


N the operation of the lighting sys 
tem on the modern automobile, a 
little instrument commonly called 
the generator cutout plays a very 

important part. 

The common assumption that the 
function of this cutout is to prevent 
the generator from charging when the 
battery is fully charged is in error. 
With very few exceptions there is no 
provision made for automatically cut- 
ting the battery out of the charging 
circuit when the battery is fully 
charged. This will readily indicate the 
importance of setting the generator so 
that it will charge just enough to keep 
the battery at its highest point of effi- 
ciency under average driving condil- 
tions. 


—~o- 


Exhaustive tests made under all 
sorts of conditions have shown that a 
maximum charging rate of between 
ten and twelve amperes at average 
driving speed is sufficient to accomp- 
Mish this purpose on most cars. The 
function of the generator cutout is to 
connect the generator to the storage 
battery automatically when the en- 
gine feaches a certain speed. This 
speed in most cases has been prede- 
termined by engineers whose sole ob- 
ject has been to produce a generator 
which will reach a voltage sufficient to 
close the cutout and begin to churge 
the battery at a low car speed, and 
provide a steady supply of current at 
higher speeds which will prove ample 
for the requirements of the starting, 
lighting, and ignition systems, cnd 
which will at the same time put the 
current into the battery in such a way” 
that it will not harm the battery. In 
other words, a generator that is charg- 
ing at too high a rate, will, especially 
on a long run, overcharge a battery 
to such an extent that it will burn the 
plates causing either a shedding of ac- 
tive material, or cause a short. The 
result is the ruin of the battery, neces- 
sitating the installation of a new one. 


a 


On the other hand, if the generator 
is not set so that it will charge enough. 
the use of the starting, lighting, and 
ignition systems will draw the cur- 
rent from the battery much more 
rapidly than it is put in with the re 
sult that he reservoir will finally be 
emptied, and there will be no current 
available to operate ahy of these three 
important systems. 

The cutout contacts with the car 
standing idle are open, but when the 
engine is running and has reached a 
certain speed the contacts on the cut- 
out will automatically close putting the 
battery into the charging circuit and 
allowing the current that is manufac- 
tured in the generator to flow and 
store itself in the storage battery. 
When the motor speed drops below 
the “cut-in” speed or the motor is 
stopped, the contacts on the cutout 
open automatically, disconnecting the 
battery from the generator circuit and 
preventing the current from flowing 
back from the battery and discharging 
itself through the windings in the gen- 


eratqr. 
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Whenever the cutout contacts are 
easily available they should be cleaned 
from time to time with a fine file. 
These contacts if allowed to become 
dirty or pitted will stick together and 
remain closed when the car is idle, and 
by doing so will allow the battery to 
drain itself through the generator, 
eventually. running the battery down. 

While cleaning the cutout contacts 
the battery wire should be disconnect- 
ed from the cutout. 

On some cars the cutout is incor- 
porated inside the generator. Where 
this is the case the generator should 
be removed and the cutout looked after 
at the least sign of trouble as men- 
tioned above.

ing and finishing of a certain class of 
beef animal for the. market. 

By pooling their orders for range 
cattle, farmers are-taking many kinks 
out of the trail from the breeding 
grounds of the west to the feed lots of 
the east. Through direct buying they 
are eliminating many unnecessary 
commission charges, buying the choic- 
est rangers and putting uniform 
groups of steers on their farms. They 
expect to sell cattle at a much better 
price by having good sized, uniform 
lots ready for the market at the same 
time, . 

Proving It Can Be Done. 


The story that goes with the thirty- 
three carloads cf Nebraska cattle that 
passed through Chicago a few weeks 
ago en route to Atlantic coast farmers 
is the most recent and outstanding ex- 
ample of what feeders can do by co- 
operating in buying steers direct from 
western ranchers. 

Farmers in three Maryland counties 
—Washington, Montgomery, and Fred- 
erick—-pooled their orders for feeders 
this fall through farm bureaus, and 
sent W. T. Griffith, a local live stock 
buyer, and E. P. Cohill, a farmer, to 
the west for cattle. The idea of col- 
‘lective buying was suggested to the 
Maryland farmers by R. C. Pollock of 
the American Farm Bureaw federation, 
Chicago. 

To make sure they were equipped 
with the necessary information and 
that buying direct from the breeder 
could be done to a great advantage, Mr. 
Griffith and Mr. Cohill, accompanied 
by O. K. Quivey, a railroad agricultural 
agent, spent ten days at the Omaha 
market studying conditions and mar- 
keting of live stock. 

Checking Up Carefully. 

“No stockyards buying for me,” said 
Mr. Cohill at the end of the ten days’ 
investigation, and off to the range they 


i'went. One outstanding case investigat 


ed at Omaha convinced the three men 
that buying direct from ranchmen was 
necessary. They followed shipments 
of cattle through the yards to check up 
on the difference in weights and prices 
from the time cattle arrived until they 
were sold to the feeder. 

A three car lot shipment is.cited. 

Arriving in Omaha they averaged 
820 pounds, and were priced to the 
easterners at $650 a hundred. After 
passing through the hands of specu- 
lators they were offered at $6.75. They 
were sold the next day by a speculator 
to other farmers at $6.65 a hundred, 
averaging 862 pounds a head. 
“fill” added while the cattle were in 
the yards twenty-four hours averaged 
forty-two pounds, and the price ad 
vanced 35 cents a hundred. 

Specify Weight and Breed. 

The orders were filled with cattle 
bought direct from producers—most of 
them near North Platte, Neb. In the 
thirty-three carloads—1,000 head of 
cattle—the smallest order was for six 
head and the largest two cars. When 
placing orders farmers had the priv- 
flege of specifying weight and breed 
desired, but not price. 

The cattle ranged in weight from 450 
to 1,160 pounds on the range. Fach 
farmer received a uniform lot of feed- 
ers whether he ordered six animals or 
two carloads. The average price was 
$6.50 a hundred on the range, costing 
the farmers delivered in Maryland 
$7.60 a hundred. The difference of 
$1.10 a hundred covered all expenses of 
buying and shipping. The buyer, Mr. 
Griffith, was paid $1 a head. 

Seven Days in Transit. 

In shipment from North Platte, 
Neb., to Frederick, Md., the shrinkage 
averaged forty pounds. It took seven 
days to make the trip. The largest 
shipment bought from one ranch was 
sixteen cars. The rest, seventeen car- 
loads, were purchased from individual 
ranchmen. All were bought within 
twenty miles of shipping stations. 
Shorthorns, Herefords, and Angus 
cattle made up the lot. |

HOW TO USE THE PATTERNS 


ERE is a house dress pattern, 

No. 1583, which will look par- 

ticularty well made up in a solid 

color, using pipings of a con- 

trasting color. Some embroidery may 

be used with good effect just under 
the tops of the pocket openings. 

The pattern is cut with a one piece 

back and a front and side front pieces. 


The directions on the envelope give 
detailed directions for making and set- 
ting the pockets in place, and while 
the picture may took slightly compil- 
cated for a house dress, it really is not. 

The opening is at the left side front; 
in finishing this the edge of the front 
must be turned in, and the piping set 
in place and stitchéd. Then a fitted 
facing is set on, and on the opposite 
edge an extension hem, so the dress 
will not show any opening. 

The dress gores out towards the bot- 
tom at the sides, and measures there, 
for size 36, about 1% yards. If the 
materia] is thoroughly shrunk before 
being cut, a fitted facing-round the 
bottom will \look better than a hem. 
Collar and cuffs will look well made to 
match the piping or the dress—the 
belt also.

tant and alluring places where a few 
lucky snow and ice hunters go for a 
vatation, loaded heavily with all sorts 
of warm clothes. The rest of us get 
our winter chills in the back yard or 
the city park or skating ponds in the 
nearby country, and we aijiso wear 
woolly things, but are not always so 
particular that they are just. the cor- 
rect style for skating, skiing, moun- 
tain climbing, and the like. We are 
satisfied if we have heavy stockings, 
warmth around the neck in some form, 
and gloves that will keep our fingers 
from beiftg nippe@ 

But when you go to a winter resort 
you combine the necessary keeping 
warm apparatus with Style and color 


effects, and you may have one ¢ veater 
for skiing and another coat for hiking 


-and caps for different purposes. 


You may envy these people who 
leave their city sné6éW and sack suits 
and derbies behind, and go to clean 
snow and sweaters in the mountains. 
But often half the fun in any trip is 
the planning of what we shall take 
and the selecting of our outfit. As- 
suming that we are about to receive 
two weeks’ vacation, a ticket for the 
snow fields, and carte blanche at a 
sporting outfitter’s, let us see what we 
would put into our trunks. 

Of course there is no rule in this win- 
ter sport game that you must have this 
and that in the costume line. But 
should you turn up in a Chesterfield 
overcoat and some patent leather shoes 
you might feel a little out of place. The 
chief requisites are warmth, color, and 
convenience, all of which we sha!! find 
in the sporting store we are going to. 

At this specialist’s for the cutdoor 
man there is everything we can possi- 
bly need, from hat and coat to snow. 
shoes and skis, but we shall limit our- 
selves this trip to clothing. 

There are several possibilities for a 
suit. Some men like to wear « skating 
or skiing suit of heavy tweed, coat and 
knickers, with perhaps a sweater un- 
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derneath for extra warmth. Others 
prefer an odd coat or big sweater with 
knickers of tweed or mackinaw cloth 
or heavy woolen checked knickers in 
brown, green, and biack combinations. 
etc. Knickers for skiing and skating 
are cut on lines between a rvgular golf 
knicker and riding breeches for conven- 
ience. 

Coats include short leather, some 
with wool lining, or fleece lined, short 
moleskin sheep lined ulsterz, and mack- 
inaws. The latter are especially color- 
ful and smack of the north, if you are 
out for local color. They are as warm 
as anything and considered by some to 
be better than leather coats because of 
the ventilation they allow. 

It isn’t necessary to have a coat at 
all, provided you wear a sweater that is 
as heavy as some in the store we are 
shopping in. The warmest style in 
sweater is the pull-over type with tur- 
tle neck. These come in worsted yarn 
in white and colors as gay as you want. 

An interesting arrangement is a set 
of sweater, cap, scarf, stockings, and 
gloves to match. These come in bright 
colors, with fancy designs, attractive 
importations from Scotland; browns 
and tans, blues, tans with red trim- 
mings, green and brown, navy blue 
and orange combinations. The sweat-

ers in these sets are the turtle neck 
variety, and the gloves long woolen 
gauntiets. The stockings may have 
the snow cuff, and some have tassels. 
The caps are with or without hood. 

You don’t have to have a whole set. 
Say you have decided to wear a mack- 
inaw or a leather coat; you can have @ 
scarf, stockings, and cap to match, or 
just scarf and cap, or, if you so desire, 
you may wear every article of a dif- 
ferent pattern. You may prefer a 
leather cap and leather gloves or 
gauntiets. Heavy woolen gloves are 
warm, but the warmest of all is a lamb 
lined leather mitten. Or there are two 
in one gloves, consisting of , outside 
leather gloves, with wool gloves as lin- 
ing, which may be worn separately. 

Another hint for adequate warmth is 
an extra vest of chamois or suede, or 
even paper, to keep out the wind in 
skating. Also we might take a steam- 
er rug. They always come in handy. 
There are some handsome ones to be 
bad at our store. Some of them are all 
camel's hair, while some are Saxony 
on one side and India cashmere on the 
other, a remarkably soft and comfort- 
able effect.

HE popular colors being used in 
women’s clothes seem to be set- 
ting the pace for the present 
color schemes and combinations 

in interior decorating. In some of the 
most discriminating studios and shops 


| brown is dominant in both draperies 


and rugs, and thé use of gold colored 
backgrounds in cretonnes is quite pro- 
nounced. Such color combinations as 
gold and brown or light taupe and 
ochre are typical of the day’s tenden- 
cies. , 

Chinese rugs in browns, yellows, and 
blues are being given e great deal of 
attention. There is a £’-ong demand, 
too, for velvet carpets in taupe colors, 
in jaspe effects, and for drum prin ted 
velvets. 

For the wall decoration «f dining 
room, hall, and living room numerous 


beautiful tapestry reproductions are 
being shown. These range in coior 
from the softest pastels to lively reds, 
yellows, and wistarias. Grass cloth 
and other fabric effects are as popular 
as ever. In two toned papers ecru, 
brown, and corn color for library, 
study, or smoking room are being 
offered, with occasional experiments in 
dove gray or shades of taupe. 

Blue and orange splotches, to catch 
the stray sunlight in a bedroom, are 
a rather SBtartiing novelty. A room 
which I saw recently has been carried 
out with this idea in view. The furnl- 
ture is walnut, A blue, black, and tan 
Chinese rug, with accents of burnt 
orang covers the floor. Blue silk ve- 
lour, matching the blue in the rug, is 
used for the valances and side drapes. 
These are edged with a burnt orange 
chenille trimming. Quilted sateen, in 
burnt orange, covers the twin beds. 

Yellow and black, in a bedroom 
scheme, are suggestive of the orient. 
The furniture is lacquered black, Black, 
gray and white chintz, Chinese pat- 
terned, is used for the drapes, and a 
smali figured rug, in two tones of gray 
and blacky covers the floor. Canary 
yellow taffeta is used for a bedspread 
and for chair and dressing table bench 
cushions. Yellow tarlatan, gathered 
full and weighted at the lower edge, so 
that it falls in good lines, Is used for 
the glass curtains. As the light is 
diffused through these bright, transpar- 
ent curtains it produces a cheerful ef- 


‘ 


fect of sunlight. Wallis are papered 
in light barley gray. This makes an 
excellent background for a set of six 
colorful Japanese prints, set in narrow 
ebony frames. 

Satin striped ‘wall papers, to corre- 
spond with satin damasks and drape- 
ries, are being much sought. These 
vertically striped papers are especially 
good for use in low ceilinged rooms, as 
they produce the needed heightening 
effect. In a rather amall French bed- 
room the walls ure done in a satin 
striped paper, showing one inch stripes 
of jade pink and pearly gray. French 
gray enamel is used on the woodwork. 
The Louis Quinze chairs are uphol- 
stered in satin damask. Jade pink vel- 
vet hangings, edged with silver silk 
fringe, are used at the windows, over 
silver silk gauze pane curtains. The 
rug is deep taupe, and the bed cover is 
in wide bands of alternating plain and 
shirred jade green taffeta. The lamp 
shades and shields combine ‘jade pink 
and silver silk. 


Café au lait sateen is used for the 
upholstery of a Sheraton living room 
suite. The drapes used tn conjunction 
are >" miffin ‘2a eilk velour, and the 
valauwves are of fiturec si's in rose, 
gold, anc heliotrope, with green leaves, 
on a ground matcling the sid: drape. 
A deep brown rug covers the floor, and 
th: shirred silk lamp shades are of 
sioth. of gold, interlined, for a pleasing 
lighting effect. with rose colored silk. 

Orchid seems to be becoming more 
and more popular. This is especially’ 
manifested in silk gauze curtainings 
and damask upholsteries. A stunning 
winter breakfast room, which has just 
been completed, is curtained with 
orchid silk gauze. The ‘furniture is 
enameled in a sort of misty Nile green. 
Light gray paint is used for the wood- 
work, and the electric candle lighting 
fixtures are dull silver. Orchid geor’ 
gette, shirred over Du Barry rose, is 
used for light shields. For wal] deco- 
rations plaques are used, showing gay 
bunches of flowers, done in parchment 
paper. 5 

In textiles, the colors for which the 
greatest preferences are shown are 
browns, deep, almost midnight blues, 
and sand colors. These colors, with 
various lively. variations, are almost 
sure to be pleasing. There is some- 
thing warm, and yet restful, in the 
proper combination of sand colors with 
blues, yellows, and burnt orange. 

Curtains, hung straight across the 
entire window opening, with ample 
French headings, and then looped back 
gracefully, with cords and tassels, pro- 
duce a note of richness in a formal 
living room. A charmingly soft qual- 
ity of deep blue velvet is effective. 
Half widths are used for each curtain, 
and allowed to hang straight from top 
to floor in even, shadowed folds. The 
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edges are outlined with two inch deep, 
silk bullion fringe, of fine weaves, com- 
bining. the blue of the material with 
alternating strands of taupe color. This 
arrangement of two contrasting colors 
in trimmings is singularly striking. 
Heavy, open meshed filet is used for 
glass curtains. 

A large number of enameled bedroom 
suites in interesting tones of ivory, 
tan, and various shades of gray, is 
being shown by some of our best dec- 
orators. This type of furniture is well | 
adapted to the average home, because ' 
it is light and gimple, and informal in 
character. There is nothing particu- 
larly radical in the majority of enam- 
eled suites which are being offered at 
present. Bow-~foot beds are popular, 
although not to the exclusion of 
straight ones. The drawer handles or 
knobs are usually of metal, gold, silver, 
and oxidized. Carved decorations, in 
most instances are applied sparingly, 
and consist chiefly of gaskets of flow- 
ers, festoons, and. bunches of conven- 
tionalized flowers. 

An enameled bedroom suite, which 
attracted my attention a few days ago, 
consisted of twin beds, dressing table, 
and bench, chiffonier, writing desk, and 
two side chairs. These all were enam- 
eled turquoise green, edged with dull, 
rubbed gold. To be used in conjunc 
tion were gold colored silk gauze case 
ment curtains, with mauve taffeta over 
drapes. Matching the drapes were the 
ruffied bed covers. The floor was to be 
covered with a deep mauve colored 
carpet. 

Figured mohair velvet, in emerald 
green, with an old gold background, is 
used for window draperies in a dark 
oak paneled dining room. In the val- 
ances the really beautiful pattern in 
the velvet is accented by having its 
salient features outlined, producing 
a scalloped edge. The wide, lustrous 
folds.of the curtains are looped back, 
above the sill line, with self loops, 
edged with gold colored silk fringe. 
The same fringe outlines valances and 
curtains. Pane curtai are .of gold 
colored gauze. A stately oaken dining 
group, of ancient lineage, is used. The 
backgrounds of the finely carved pan- 
els, in the furniture, are brushed with 
bits of dull red and green, and the de- 
tails high lighted with antique gold, 

Golden brown is the background 
color of the cretonne curtains and fire 
side bench upholstery shown in today’s 
illustration. This is figured in Du 
Barry rose, sage green, and dul! blue, 
with touches of ivory white. Oceasion- 
al cushions are unfigured, repeating 
the various colors in the cretonne. The 
recessed fireplace is an attractive fea- 
ture. For those contemplating a new 
bungalow or house, a fireplace similar 
to this would make a pleasing effect, 
without adding much to the building 
cost.

Soft Date and Walnut Bars. 


One cup sugar, one egg, one cup 
mended for richer cookies and sand 
tarts: “Form the dough into a neat 
obiong roll, and then, after chilling it 
for several hours, slice it down into 
thin rounds; place these ‘n the greased 
and floured baking pan and bake.” 
This, of course, is the method used for 
cinnamon rolls and various filled breads 
and cakes whicl are rolled up with 
filling like a jelly rol! before being cut. 
It does not solve the problem of a 
roiled cooky dough which is to be cut 
out in fancy shapes surely and cer- 
tainly without reworking of dough. 


But for squares and bars we can get 
On without rolling the dvuugh. We may 
even have as a base cf our. prepara- 
tion what is about as soft a batter as 
any made. One of the date and walnut 
bars has such a batter, and as the bar 
is chewy it may be liked better than 


And yet another and popular way to 
get bars of cake is to cut either sponge 
cake or angel cake into slices and these 
into strips and toast them.

flour, baking powder, and salt over the 
dates and nuts prepared and cut in 
rather large pieces and stir all togeth- 
er well. Beat yolks of eggs with sugar 
until the whole ribbons and mix into 
first mixture, then fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites. Bake in a shallow pan 
for thirty minutes in moderate (350°) 
oven. This dough is stiff enough so 
that it could be baked on a sheet or on 
the bottom of a dripping pan, so that 
it may be easily removed, and cut in 
strips or squares. If kept in a closed 
tin this keeps well, like any fruit cake, 
and since it has a meringue-like sur 
face the sprinkling with powdered su- 
gar is not necessary, and it does make 
four, two teaspoons taking powder, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
milk, twenty-five or thirty dates 
washed, drained, seeded and sliced 
cross so as to make rather large bits 
One cup of walnuts cut across in the 
Same way rather than chopped. Beat 
egg. add part of sugar and beat, add 
milk and beat well and pour tnto bow! 
in which dates, nuts and flour sifted 
with salt and baking powder have been 
well mixed. Mix thoroughly after this. 
It makes a thin batter and the pan 
should be papered if it is to come out 
well. Bake in. moderate or 350 degree 
oven for one-half hour. This is chewy 
rather than stiff like the other, and 
has more the perfected quality of the 
simplest cakes. Cut to suit.

Music Discloses. Many Melodies

S nearly as one can judge from an advance view of the music, the 

Sevundi opera on the list of the Opera in Our Language Foundation, 

Ine., next Thursday afternoon at the Playhouse, is going to mark «a 

perceptible step forward in the ideals of the organization. No informa- 

tien has been received of the cast, so nothing can be predicted about the 

performance, but the work itself is Dr. J. Lewis Browne’s “La Corsicana,” 
concerning which something can be hoped. 

One reason for Anticipatory hopes ie ‘that Dr. Browne.-went in. heavily 
for melody when he composed this opera. A casual glance over the score 
indicates that there is melody enough in it to sup- 
ply with reasonable economy some half dozen ordi- 
nary American works. The average American com- 
poser betrays a shrinking distrust of tunes, pre- 
ferring in most cases to construct complex harmonic 
structures which please the intelligentsia and per- 
plex, when they do not annoy, the average hearer. 
In this respect Dm Browne would seem not to be an 
average American composer. 

Although it will receive its first operatic presen- 
tation this week, “ La Corsicana” is not a new work. 
It was composed for the Sonsogno Concorso of Milan 
in 1902, and in that contest it was rated seventh 
out of between 200 and’ 300 entries. The judges were 
Humperdinck, Toscanini, Hamerik, and others. Since 
then it has received enough concert performances 
to enable it to pass into its third edition. 

The libretto, in one act by Stuart Maclean, is 
brief, but has the customary number of fatalities. 
Nanna, the Corsican gir! of the title, having sworn 
a vendetta against the unknown miurderer of her 
brother, is misinformed that her lover did the deed, 
and stabs him; then, having learned too late that the real culprit is another 
girl, stabs her and finally commits suicide. Even with this much action there 
is time for a marching song, a love. song, a aeneneta,.pe intone, and 
several other specimens of flowing melody.

DOUBT not that the man who said 

that every time a new book came 

out he read an old one first, made 

the statement as a New Year’s 
pesolution to keep himself from the 
fascinations of the new books. They 
Swarm like mob scenes in the movies, 
every year huger and huger mobs, 
noisier and noisier in their silent de- 
mands. Every year more books are 
published and most of them, even to 
& person whose business it is to act as 
butler for them to the world, are 
potentially fascinating. 

No man may be a hero to his valet, 
but I can well imagine a sort of 
vagabond valet who was always 
Searching for the hero and went 
from man to man in hope of dis- 


proving the saying. That, in a way,, 


is what a reviewer is, a searcher 
after the real book, a server of 
many that he may at some time serve 
the one great one. Some day in the 
deluge there will be a masterpiece 
whose namé, as one announces it, will 
leave its thrill upon the hearts of the 
world. That’s the hope that is in every 
critic’s mind, cynic or sob sister, which- 
ever he be. That's the reason it can 
be a happy new year to those of us 
who pick thoughts off other men’s 
minds, most of us, like ineffectual ca- 
naries pecking seeds from a porcelain 
cup.

It may be a new 
model for the spring trade, it may be 
a Tribune tower, it may be an inimi- 
table schnecken, it may be a’ short 
story, or it may be nothing more than 
the discovery of a new and fine thing 
done by somebody else, but unless we 
have our unswerving interest in the 
thing, life’s like a pricked balloon. So, 
for us, it will be a happy new year— 
every-year will be a happy one. And 
our New Year’s resolution isn’t really 
a resolution at all, but a hope that 
we'll be able to share with you that 
happiness.

Here’s a Happy One. 

“Frightful Plays ” Charles S. Brooks 
calls his two literary dramas, and, in 
the jaunty sense of the word, well and 
justly. They are freighted with gor- 
geous frights for those who have the 
aptitude for their rich blessings. “ Wap- 
pin’ Wharf,” the first one, is a pirate 
piece, gay with all the trappings, even 
to the dripping dagger, a play which 
brings guffaws even to delicate lips, a 
hearty piece, blazing with foul impre- 
cagions and with a plot so horrid as to 
capture the most fastidious. It is, in 
a word, the drama of three ancient and 
dishonorable pirates, too old for faring, 
but not too old to mix their grog with 
dreams of spoils, the tale of the horrid 
career not of Tam Pearce—and Bill 
Brewer, Jan Stewer, Peter Gurney, 
Peter Davey, Dan’l Whidden, Harry 
Hall, old Uncle Tom Cobliegh, and all, 
but of Patch-Eye, the Cap’n, and the 
Duke (of the fair estates of the black- 
flagged sea). There is a prince in dis 
guise who, upon occasion, speaks the 
fairest lines an audience ever heard 
(of them more in a moment). a lovely 
creature torn from her moorings, and 
two old dames, one a teller of fortunes 
and the other a “Darlin’” by name 
but not by feature, a perfect mixer of 
grog and a singer of no mean repute, 
as witness two lines of her lay: 

O, I am the cook fer a pirate band 
And food I never spoil. 

Cabbage and snch, it ain't eo much, 
Till I sets it on. ter boil. 

The Duke’s ideal of happy married 
life is this lure which he holds out: 
“Betsy, I calls arter we are married, 
»fetch me down me slipper and lay it 
on the hearth ter warm. Her hus- 
band’s home. And I tosses yer me 
boot, all mud fer cleanin’. And then 
yer passes the grog. And arter about 
‘the second cup I limbers up and kisses 
yer.” 

The gentlemen indulge in remarks 
of most profound philosophy such as: 
“I never see a flock o’ crows but I 
asks their pardon for keepin’ em wait- 
in’ fer their supper. Crows, Patch, is 
‘fond o* yer as yer are, without neither 
Sauce ner gravy—jest pickin’ ‘appy.” 
(And there, you see, is why he calls it 
a frightful play.) 

The young prince, though disguised 
as a pirate, pays his farewell to earth 
in glowing words (and for a few mo- 
ments it belies itg author’s promises). 
It isn’t frightful—it is beaytiful: “ My 
wasted day is done. In the tempest’s 
wrack the stars are dim and faith’s 
the only compass. Now or hereafter, 
what matters it? The sun will gild

the meadows of a yesteryear. The 
moon will fee the world with silver 
coin. And all across the earth men 
will traffic on their little errands until 
nature calls them home. I am a stone 
cast in a windy pool where scarce a 
ripple shows. Life’s but a candle in 
the wind. Mine will not burn to sock- 
et.” And then the Duke: “ He’s all 
wound up like a‘ clock—jest tickin’ 
words.” 

Remembering Mr: Charles S. Brooks’ 
wholly delightful essays—you remem- 
ber the “Chimney Pot Papers” and 
“ There’s Pippins and Cheese to Come,” 
—and thinking — without foundation, 
maybe—that he is a professor at Yale, 
I leaped to my Who’s Who. The au- 
thor of five books—four volumes of 
essays and one novel, besides these

“Dear Brutus” in Two Frocks. 

For many years now every one has 
been demanding “Dear Brutus” in 
book form, but year by year its publica- 
tion was just as indefinite as it has 
been before. A few weeks ago it final- 
ly appeared, in two frocks, an ordinary 
green linen one and a smart red leather 
and golden one. 

I remember so well its open'ng night 
in New York. It was during the cen- 
tennial celebration of the birth of 
James Russell Lowell and a sort of 
mutual cementing of literary frie1d- 


‘ship between the English speaking and 


writing nations. James Russel! Loweil 
had been chosen rather than soine 
more vivid person, I imagine, because 
he was liked when he was in England 
and because his prose and verse were 
innocuous @nough not to cause any 
violent discussions. The celebration 
was undertaken by the American In- 
stitute of Arts and Letters, and to it 
were invited the standpat artists of 
America, and to it came John Gals- 
worthy for the older and Robert Nich- 
ols for the younger British writers, 
besides a lot of others who made 
speeches and wore their clothes well 
and had all the literary patter, but 
whose names nobody seemed to know. 

William Gillette, who was opening 
in “ Dear Brutus” was a member of 
the institute, and for that reason and 
because it was a Barrie play “ Dear 
Brutus” was chosen as the 
play of the centennial celebration. 
Everybody went—the evening was bril- 
liant in the jewels of the literary 400 
of New York, the gowns cut after a 
mode in Vogue after a French model 
by Susie Klinch of Rolling Hollows, 
and in every extant pattern and mu- 
seum piece of the dress suit. And be- 
tween the acts the women and men 
who were forced to take seats in the 
balcony if they would see the august 
assemblage, swarmed down and called 
every one by somebody else’s name 
and made the visiting literati of Sapui- 
pa feel that they were for once really 
receiving metropolitan recognition. 

And then Mr. Gillette made a comic 
speech about how important it was 
that the letter which Sir James Barrie 
had written was put down on the sta- 
tionery of the Athenzwzum club—the 
most enviable club in London, and 
everybody thought he was serious—he 
did himself probably—and applauded 
loudly, thereby proving that Americans 
are at heart the worst snobs in the 
world—they have a positive revererice 
for English snobbishness. 

And all the time during the play the 
dream daughter was yelping “ Dad- 
deeeee. Dad-deeece.” It was Helen 
Hayes who grew up into a good girl, 
but while she was being a dream child 
she certainly wrecked the constitution 
of at least one plain spoken American. 
The whole evening was so honest and 
yet so pitiful an attempt to do some- 
thing really fine. 

Reading over “ Dear Brutus” brings 
back that whole scene and the sincrre 
futility of it. It leads me to the kind 
of reminiscing that resuits in memoirs.
